When tha flraoMn had at last drowned tbe 
flameaaothat thajooold enter the bouse, 
they searohed floor by floor as they ascended, 
and on the third floor they found tbe buraetl 
bodies of a man, a woman and a boy. On 
the fourth floor they found flva bodiea so 
badly burned that it was impossible to tell 
whether they were tboee of men or women. 
On the fifth floor no bodice were found, but 
on the sixth floor flva more bodiea wara 
found, and they aiao were burned ao that it 
oould not be told wbetber they wara tha 
bodies of men or women. 

This made thirteen bodies found in tbe 
building. Ttiat of tbe man who leaped from 
tbe fifth story window Increased the death 
list to fifteen, while it is feared that the 
death of some, if not all, in the jipojitsls 
will make this number greater. 

The building belonged to I.,aw\'er Abra- 
baxa Btera, who bought it six months ago, 
Tbe daniEM{e to tbf< buUdinK tb about (6,000, 
covered by insurance. The loss on the stock

mated at fl^.UX). 

Search for iKjdies in the ruins of the Bow- 
ery fire was continued by the firemen 
throughout tbe night, and in the morning 
the body of a woman, supposed to be Nannie 
Meyersen, a tailuress, of No. j 1 Ludlow 
street, was found on the ground floor of tbe 
butned building under a heap of rubbish. 
The flesh was burned to a crisp and it can 
only be surmised who tbe wonmii was. 

Shortly after tbe finding of this t>ody a 
report was circulated that two more bodies, 
appareoUy of men, had been found. 

A few minutes later the report was con 
firmed. One of them had so entirely lust 
semblanoe of human shape as to be mistaken 
for a roll of burueii cloth. It waj( jwAsed by 
under that impression during the nigUt. This 
will increase tbe number of dead to twenty, 
and includes all who are wppomd to have 
been buried in tbe ruins. 

At 11 o'cltKk the tKxlie« found were taken 
to the morgue, and tbe firemen, having over- 
bauled the DuUding from the cellar to the 
roof, left it In charge of the flre patrol. A 
squad of police, stationed in the vicinity of 
tbe ruins to keep back the orowds of sight- 
seers, bad great diOoolty hi haaptag tha 
throngs moving. 

Shortly before noon Lawyer Stern, who 
owned the burned building, appeared on thi 
scene, and requaatad tha flreuicu to maki 
another aaarolt, so as to make doubly sure 
that BO aMra bodies were in the ruins. His 
wish was complied with later in the day. 
Mr. Stem made arrangements to bwry all 
the victims of the fire at his own expense. 
Ee says that this is the least be can do 
for the relatives of tha unfortunate vic- 
tims. 

A brother of a young tailor, named Ruben 
X<eviue, made anxious inquiries of the 
police concerning Ruben whom be says be 
has not seen sinoa tba fire. Tbe police be- 
have that ba Is ona o( tha vlotims. His 
death la paenllarly sad. His wUa and Uttle 
child are now on tha omoa an reoto to Join 
bim in this country.

At Detroit and St Paul 
the lumber trade to especially mentioned as 
excellent, and at Pittsburg and NashvUle 
larger transactions and better prioes in iron 
have been noticed, with improvanents al« 
in charcoal iron at Detroit.

gardad aa prajudioadi Ho holda, therefore, 
that Italy haa no right aa yat to anaoaaoe 
ownetahlp under Barila eapitalatkma.

It ia 
mora than probaUa tbat mnisa wUlsUnd 
alone ia her proteet Italy ia aaaurad of 
that, aiaoe her ally, Garmaay, will make no 
objoetion, and aha entered Ifaaaowab by 
Britiab oonnlTaaoa Italy, lliarafora, forth- 
wttb announcea that aba haa hoiated her flag 
over the ialand of Zalia, aoath of and oon- 
tigaouB to Maaaowah, and eatablisbed a pro- 
tectorate at the requeat of the local ahieka. 

Thia ia part of tha game which Sngland 
and Italy together are playing againct 
France. They have joined hands to main- 
tain tbe maritime control of the Mediteran- 
naan and the Red sea, that the republic may 
be deprived of her share of what has become 
a great bone of contention among nearly all 
the European powers. England has crowded 
France out of Egypt and continues t<j a<liiim- 
isterit against the futile protest of thu 8uza 
raina Turk. .Slu- <toiilitle«s ex(>ect« to appro- 
priate it eventually, and the Nile will become 
her exclusive highway to cwntral Africa. 

Her ally, Italy, when tbe favuraMe mo- 
ment arrivex, will overrun Abyssinia. King 
John apprehends the neutral policy of Eng- 
land an Italy, and hence bi.s delegation of 
priests to tba cxar, offering Rus8ia a \xjtX, on 
the Red sea. The fortunes of war, which 
must follow upon tbe conflicting African in- 
teresu, may dotiat, heiaarar, osltUag in* 
tentioM.
